Amazon fulfillment center to open in area 


Warehouse on edge of Riverside to create up to 
900 jobs, handle larger-sized customer orders

Amazon is bringing a 1-million- 
square-foot fulfillment center to 
Riverside’s border. 

“Riverside is the other side 
of the street,” said Councilman 
Mike Gardner of the facility that 
is being completed in the Wood- 


crest community, just southeast 
of Van Buren Boulevard and Bar- 
ton Street. 

Amazon expects to open it 
in weeks, according to its hir- 
ing website, which says, “Check 
back February 2018 to learn more 
about our full-time openings.” 

Amazon spokesman Lauren 
Lynch confirmed Thursday in an 
email that the center is opening 


and that “associates at that facil- 
ity will pick, pack and ship larger- 
sized customer orders.” 

Gardner said the fulfillment 
center would create 600-900 jobs, 
slightly less than the 1,000 jobs 
Amazon has claimed for its other 
fulfillment centers in Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties. 

“Tt won’t have quite the same 
employee density as other Ama- 
zon facilities,” he said by phone. 

In addition to serving River- 
side’s Ward 1, Gardner is chair- 
man of the March Joint Powers 


Authority commission. The ful- 
fillment center, at 20901 Krame- 
ria Ave., is near unincorporated 
Woodcrest on what he called 
March’s south campus. It will 
overlook March Air Reserve Base 
and its vacant lands. 

Amazon has been opening ful- 
fillment centers in the Inland Em- 
pire since 2012 but until now has 
largely bypassed the city of Riv- 
erside, the sixth largest city in 
Southern California. 

Gardner said Riverside is an 
older city with less open space 


than other communities with Am- 
azon warehouses. 

Riverside has one 
100,000-square-foot Amazon de- 
livery station near the 215 Free- 
way and several Amazon Lockers, 
where people can pick up their 
purchases themselves. 

Giant warehouses that serve 
large portions of Southern Cali- 
fornia dominate the Inland land- 
scape, but as speed becomes 
more important to e-commerce 
there has been a growing need

Reports of his vulgarity 
revive charges that 
president is a racist

WASHINGTON » President Donald Trump 
on Friday offered a partial denial in pub- 
lic but privately defended his extraordi- 
nary remarks disparaging Haitians and 
African countries a day earlier. Trump 
said he was only expressing what many 
people think but won’t say about im- 
migrants from economically depressed 
countries, according to a person who 
spoke to the president as criticism of his 
comments ricocheted around the globe. 

Trump spent Thursday evening mak- 
ing a flurry of calls to friends and outside 
advisers to judge their reaction to the 
tempest, said the confidant, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity because he
